WHEREAS an emergency exists 
throughout the Dominion in regard 
lo the lack of housing accommoda- 
tion for large numbers of Canadian 
people and in particular returned 
vclcranj. 

WHEREAS such !ack of housins 
in the iiiiiin iffccts the lower- 
income group of the population, 

WHEREAS this lower-income 
group cannot afford to pay more 
than 1/S of income on rental.t, 

WHEREAS private enterprise 
cannot provide the housing to fit 
thi.<i lower-income group. 

WHEREAS the lack of adequate 
hou.^ing with consequent over- 
crowding has resulted in the fur- 
ther spreading of slums, with the 
attendant increase of disease. Juve- 
nile delinquency, crime, and otiicr 
i-.icial evils, and .idver.sely affected 
the health and welfare of a large 
part of '.i-.e people, and 

WHERE.\S this government has 
determined that the minimum re- 
quirements to deal with this emer-

Foreign Spy at McGill Involved 
In Hunt for Revue's ^The Shape' 

Story of Espionage and Intrigue horn Ottawa Throws 
New Light on Identity of Mysterious Co-ed; 
Desperate Saboteur Arrested on Campus

Ottawa, Feb. 2,î. — An incredible 
story of international espionage in- 
volving McGill University, a for- 
eign agent on the campus, n mys- 
terious, beautiful co-ed and n bath- 
ins suit was revealed here tonight 
by a higli government official. 

The announcement was regarded 
here as the first concrete .slatenicnt 
on the situation since the Prime 
Minister revealed the leakage of se- 
cret Information to a foreign power 
—the only other accurate informat-

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The Revue Is Coming ! 

The Red & White Revue, for many years an 
institution at McGill, was last seen on this 
campus in 1940. Owing to the difficulties and 
restrictions of war it was then considered vise 
to suspend the Ehow unUIijUiC;^war was over. 
This year one of tlie major extra-curricular ac- 
tivities of this University has been jevivcd. 

Those who will see the Revue in' two weeks 
will perhaps not realize how much time and ef- 
fort has been put into such a production. The 
student-actors, musicians nnd singers who ap- 
pear on the stage of Moysc Hall arc only a 
fraction of the' number of men and women en- 
gaged in the planning and execution of the Re- 
vue. Many have contributed in the stage con- 
struction and designing, with costumes, make- 
up, lighting, writing the script, composing music 
and lyrics, business arrangements, publicity, od- 
vertising, tickets, program planning and poster 
designs. Others again have supervised all this 
work and have sat together through long and 
Bomeijmes stormy meetings and tried to tie all 
the branches of activity into one compact àhow. 

Tlic Revue of 1946 has met with a number 
of difficulties unknown to previous productions. 
After a pause of six years much of the equip- 
ment and experienced administrative talent has 
been unavailable. For this reason, and partly 
because a new plan seemed advisable, the pro- 
ducers have effected a change in the general 
structure of the Revue. In the past the show 
consisted of a series of skits which were pro- 
duced independently in the- general framework 
of the show. This year an over-all plot has 
been provided which will serve to make the 
show more compact and continuous in develop- 
ment. 

With the revival of the Red & White Revue 
; McGill once more returns to the forefront as a 
producer of musical entertainment, a position 
held in the past years solely by the University 
of Montreal, whose annual revue has provided 
excellent entertainment for French students and 
the general publie every season. 

The Red & White is one of the major func- 
tions of this campus which are under<the direct 
jurisdiction of the Students' Executive Council. 
The Council approves the budget for the show 
and covers its expenses, taking in the gate re- 
ceipts to cover this outlay. In this way the 
producers of the Revue are directly responsible 
to the campus' governing body; this ruling en- 
sures that the greatest possible effort will bo 
made by all concerned with the show to make it 
both a financial success and an evening's en- 
tertainment that will piovc ngrcenble to the 
students. We sincerely hope that the revival of 
an old. tradition at McGill will prove to be as 
successful as the many Révues that have gone 
before it.— <1 W,

New Aspect Presented 

In Interesting Documentary

'This is the face of war." These 
were the opening words of "Land 
of Hope", yesterday's HIllcl spon- 
sored presentation of the Film So- 
ciety. Then followed an excellent 
series of battle scenes, bloody mas- 
sacres and mass exhumations. Done 
In technicolor, the story of the last 
ten years was dealt with as. much 
restraint as the subject would at- 
low. Some of the sh0|ts have been 
seen before, often, but the approach 
was new. 

"These are the men who wake to 
die." These words and the accom- 
panying scenes of soldiers waking, 
fighting and dying were vital and 
true. ï^ch soldier carried on in 
the belief that he would live, that 
he would finally reach home. 

"But all do not die." There lay 
the hope, there lay the problem. 
Certainly the boys in the services 
could come back and start again, 
but what of— the Jews? What was 
to happen to the 2.000,000 survivors 
ot Europe's pre-war population of 
7,000.000 Jews? What would be tlie 
monument to the dead? Some-

tiling more was needed. One felt 
it, as the camera took one on a 
grim tour of gas chambers, concen- 
tration ° camps and fierce pogroms. 
To heighten the effect, a tiny gut- 
tering candle was superimposed on 
the whole scene. It was well done. 

When the necessity for a solu- 
tion . to the Jewish problem was 
patently obvious, the film took you 
to the Land ot Hope. Palestine. 
Here the documentary departed 
from its previous realistic ap- 
proach. Admittedly it showed the 
considerable reclamation of waste 
land, the fight against malaria, the 
agricultural development, the 
building of new schools and the 
renaissancè^of J an. ancient culture; 
but It ignored'tHe other Interests 
involved. In Its focus on the peace- 
ful rural panorama It omitted the 
wider issues at stake, the Arab 
question, the British problems. 

Briefly, "Land of Hope" present- 
ed the case for the Jews with In- 
telligence and force. The solution 
offered— settlement In Palestine- 
left many difficulties unsolved. 

Also on the same program was 
History of the English Language. 



Film Sociefy Program Tonight 



The Film Society will present an 
evening programme, tonight at e.30 
in Moyse Htll/^feàturing a film and 
commentaiy by Professor Wynne- 
Edwards, of McGIIl, and a ski film. 

Professor Wynne Edwards will be 
leaving the University this year, ta 
take over the Regus Professorship 
at Aberdeen University. He came to 
McGIll in 1030. as Assistant Profes- 
sor of Geology. Birds and fish are 
his chief interest, and he has taken 
many trips to study wild life. One 
summer, Professor Wynne-Edwards 
crossed the Atlantic eight times— 
in four round trips r- studying sea 
birds. 

In his travels while' studying sea 
birds. Professor' Wynne-Edwards 
has visited Newfoundland, Labra- 
dor, and Baffin Island. In 1944 he 
travelled up the Mackenzie River, 
In a canoe. 



Other "stills" will iUusirate the 
talk ot the Professor. Many were 
taken in mountainous country, 
mostly in the St Ellas Range, 
which contains Mt Logan, the sec- 
ond highest peak in North Amer- 
ica. 

"Ski Chase." second feature of 
the Program, shows pictures of ex 
pert skiers, demonstrating their 
graceful art Slow motion shots 
have been used, to illustrate the 
fine points of technique. They have 
also been used for comedy pur 
poses, since the picture has a plot 
"the ghost of' a . plot": concerning 
a fox hunt oveç the Alps with Hàn 
nes Schneider and LenI Riefenstahl 
as the foxes. 

Guzzl Lantsehner and Walter 
Rlml are also featured. 



Ellen Ballon Recital 

■ On Friday night the Inst of the 
Students' Subscription Concerts 
was played by Ellen Ballon, pian- 
ist. 

The program opened with an 
organ prelude by Bach, for the 
ploying of whose music Miss Bal- 
lon is especially noted. Despite the 
difference in medium of produc- 
tion, Miss Ballon managed to cap- 
ture very well the tone and effect 
of ^ the original. There followed 
some variations of Beethoven, 
which, while they displayed very 
clearly the recltallst's technical 
ability, as they were intended to do, 
could not have been Interesting 
even If performed' by the master 
himself. The first half ended with 
a Chopin Sonata, of which the 
third movement is well known as 
a Dear March. This was also per- 
formed in an effective manner. 

After the intermission, there 
came three shorter pieces by Cho- 
pin, which were more in the spirit 
one associated with that composer. 
Miss Ballon : performed brilliantly 
here, but endowed the waltz with 
a shade too much eclat An .Im- 
promptu of Schubert, featuring the 
theme which he used in the En- 
tr'acte to Rosamunde and in one 
of his quartets, folloived, and its 
beautiful melody entranced the au- 
dience. Miss Ballon next played a 
Mendelssohn Scherzo, admirably 
capturing the disturbed spirit of 
this form. 

The piano suite by Brott was 
omitted, as Miss Ballon had played 
her last concert Just three days 
before, and did not feel that she 
could do it Justice with so short 
a time for practice. Instead she per- 
formed Liszt's Eleventh Hungarian 
Rhapsody, and one or two encores. 
She terminated the program with 
a Scherzo Humoristique of Aaron 
Copland. '

In universities all across Cana- 
da, campaigns arc taking place to 
raise funds for the erection of war 
memorials. McGill was the first to 
start such a project; last year the 
Graduates' Society set out to raise 
$400,000 in order to build a swim- 
ming pool as an extension to the 
Sir Arthur Currie Gymnasium-Ar- 
mory.
